In Brewster's Rambles about Ports- 


mouth, Vol. 1. Chapter 12, the author 
gives an account of what he claims to 
be the beginning of a. public school 
system in Portsmouth. He quotes from 
the town records of March 16th, 1G96, 
a -vote that an able school master be 
secured at a salary of thirty pounds 
per annum.

the most "eminent" bosses in this country. Boss Cox was 
typical of the bosses who ruled, and' still rule, New York, Gjir 
cago and other cities in this country. New York had Boss 
Tweed and Boss Crocker, and it now has Boss Murphy, and 
more than $1,000,000,000 of debt. 


All these, like Boss Cox of Cincinnati, became men of great 


wealth. 


In 1830 Cincinnati had a bonded debt of $35,230.19. 
In 1850 Cincinnati had a bonded debt of $1,840,000. 
In l870 Cincinnati had a bonded debt of $4,883,000. 
In 1890 Cincinnati had a bonded debt of $31,464,949.72. 
In 1920 Cincinnati had a bonded debt of $84,809,561.89. 
In 1922 Cincinnati had a bonded debt of $103,113,149.62. 
During the 93 years since 1830 'Cincinnati (population

school house was built. Finally in 170S 
the town voted to build a schoolhouse 
on the further side of the llill-Dam, 
near the present Haven School. Work 
was begun upon it in January, 1709, 
but through various delays four years 
elapsed before the structure was com- 
pleted. So that the first schoolhouse 
owned by the town dates from 1713.

glass In the schoolhouse and nail them 
well, for which the town is to pay him 
ten shillings." 


•From the above quotations from the 


first volume of town records It Is per- 
fectly: clear, therefore, that the first 
public schoolhouse In Portsmouth was 
birnt during the years 1870 and 1871, 
that It stood on the farther side of the 
South Mill bridge near the site of the 
present Haven School, and that it was 
kept in repair and used as a school- 
houso until 1€83. What became of 
It 


after that date it Is impossible to say. 
It could not have .been In existence as 
town property In 16S7, for 
Thomas 


Phippes, school teacher at that time, 
had to hire his own schoolroom and 
pay for it himself. The old schoolhouse 
may have been destroyed by fire or 
have fallen into 
hopeless disrepair. 


However this may be. It Is a satisfac- 
tion to know that Portsmouth built its 
first schoolhouse 
and 
displayed a 


creditable interest in the education of 
its children at least forty years earlier 
than we have hitherto supposed. 


Note: In the above extracts from th« 


town records the original peculiarity 
of spelling have not been retained.

authority over tbc board of education, 
as the board is elected by the people 
the same as the members of the coun- 
ctl. The -council is the appropriating 


I body of the city and makes the ap- 
propriation fo'r the schools, but the 
expenditure of the appropriation Is en- 
tirely In the hands of the school board 
as provided In the state laws. Once 
the council makes 
the appropriation 


for the schools it ceases to nave any 
further authority over it. It does not 
approve the school bills nor can it 
dictate how the money shall be spent. 
The duties and powers of the school 
board are clearly defined by the state 
laws and their absolute authority over ', 
the schools and scTiool funds is upheld 
by decisions of tho supreme court. The i 
mayor Is chairman of the school board ' 
and has a vote. He signs all payrolls, j 
and the city auditor of course, la aud- 
itor for school funds as well as all 
other city funds, but the approval of 
bills and expenditures Is made by the 
board itself.

The Churches' Campaign Against War. 


Nobody wants war. Broadly speaking-, this may be taken
